In going to Rola 
to institute the proceedingrz she fol- 
lowed the example of Mrs. Ralph Orth- 
wein, another St. Louis society woman. 

Mr. Traunmiller is in St. Vincent's 
Asylum, where he was taken shortly 
before his wife’s departure froin et. 
Louis. Although Mrs. Traunmiller ob- 
tained the divcrce Sept. 24, her friends 
here are generally in ignorance of it. 

Mrs. Traunmiller is now living with 
her oldest daughter, Adele, who is mar- 
rie@ to Charles Schreiner, at 5615A 
Theodoilsa avenue. Her daughter 
said Thursday that Mrs. Traunmiller 
was downtown shopping for the day, 
and the daughter refused to make any 
statement regarding the divorce. 
Claire, the youngest child, is away at 
school. 

At Rolla Mrs. Traunmiller was known 
as a music teacher. She went to the 
town a month before she filed her peti- 
tion, Aug. 15, and took an apartment 
at the Grand Hotel. Claire, her 13-year- 
old daughter, accompanied her. Mrs. 
Traunmiller sang often at the hotel, and 
it became generally understood that she 
was awaiting vocal pupils, but she never 
gave a lesson. 

Posed As Concert Singers. 

The day the case wént to trial two St. 
Louls women, who said they were neigh- 
bers of Mrs. Traunmiller, went to Rojla. 
Mrs. Traunmiller told the clerk of the 
hotel that they intended to give a con- 
cert, but changed their plans. They 
were present when the decree was grant-

Former State Senator J. B. Woodside 
was Mrs. Traunmiller’s attorney. In 
her petition she charged that she had 
faithfully demeaned herself as a wif:-. 
but that her husband had wholly neg 
lected his marital duty to ner. He had 
a violent temper, ahe averred, oftcn 
stayed away from home late at nigh* 
and did not properly support her. She 
said that she nad been a resident of 
Missoyp! a year prior to filing the pe- 
tition. No more specific mention was 
made in the petition as to her resi- 
cence. 

Wife Gets Children. 

The dorree was granted by Judge 
Woodside, who decided that Mrs. Traun- 
miller was “the injured and innocent 
party,” and gave her the custody of 
their daughters, Claire and Adele. The 
Court ordered that Traunmiiler pay the 
costs of the proceedings. 

There was an informal celebration of 
the decree that night at the hotel, at 
which Mrs. Traunmiller and her friends 
made merry. The ‘‘music teacher,” her 
little daughter and the two women de- 
parted the following morning. 

Dr. Arthur Goebel of 3805 Manchester 
avenue, who treated Traunmiller before 
he was taken to St. Vincent’s Asylum, 
gave out a statement at the time of the 
publication of the facts regarding the 
Luyties-Traunmiller trip, in which he 
said: 

“Mr. Traunmiller suffered from severe 
nervous strain. I have not seen him 
since he went to St. Vincent's, but I un- 
derstand that his condition is one of ex- 
treme melancholy and that he is in very 
bad shape, mentally.’’

Henry G. Penningroth, a son of the 
man from whom the estate came origi- 
nally and executor of the latter’s will, 
did not like to see his father’s property 
pass so quickly into the hands of strang- 
ers. He determined if possible to find 
the child of mystery, 12-year-old ‘‘Vera,”’ 
believed to be Mrs. Penningroth’'s daugh- 
ter by a former, common-law marriage, 
about which her last husband, Mr. Pen- 
ningroth, knew rothing. 

Objects to Division, 


Mrs. Werner has asked a division of 
the rea] estate composing the estate of 
the late Charles H. Penningrotk and the 
son and executor is objecting to that 
division on the ground that his step- 
mother had a minor daughter for whom 
she made no provision. 

Proof of the existence of “Vera” Is 
intangible thus far and rests upon ante- 
statements of the late Mrs. 
Penningroth. She is said to have ad- 
mitted that she was before her mar- 
riage to Penningroth the common-.aw 
wife of a New Jersey manufacturer, 
whose child “Vera” was. She is said 
to have told of traveling in Europe with

That family, it is thought, took “Vera” 
from Paterson, N. J., to Utiea, N. Y., 
where al) trace of them was lost. 

Will May Be Annulled. 

The question whether the will of Mrs. 
Penningroth should be annulled must 
be decided by Judge McElhinney in the 
Clayton Circult Court. 

Penningroth, the accumulator of the 
wealth now in controversy, was married 
three times, according to the records. 
His first wife died years ago. She was 
the mother of Henry G., executor of his 
will. His second wife was divorced 
from him nine years ago. She is Mrs. 
Charlotte Penningroth and lives at 2017 
Hebert street. By her, Penningrath had 
one son, Louis, who lives with his moth- 
er.

Washington Gets News of Bat- 
tle in Telegram From 
Agency ‘Official.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—In a battle 
between United States troops and In- 
dians which occurred in Southern Utah 
several days ago three Indians were 
|#illed and another was wounded. 
| The news of the sceurrence was con 
i'veyed to the Indian Bureau in a tele- 
' cram from Superintendent Shelton of 
| the San Juan Agency, which, though 
'dated yesterday, was not received until! 
| today. 
| The army commands consisted of four 
officers, 74 men and three Indian scouts. 
The telegram to the Indlan Bureau, 
‘which was dated at Ship Rock, N. M., 
follows: 
| “The troops 





have returned from 
‘Southern Utah. - They arrested Bylillie 
and nine other Indians. Three others 
iwere killed and one wounded while 
(shooting at the Indians. The Indians 
are quiet and I do not anticipate fur- 
‘ther trouble.”’ 

The officials of the Indian Bureau as- 
; Sume that the killed and wounded were 
Jndiane. 

Shelton Asked for Troops. 

The Indians arrested are part of a 
band of Navajos that have been making 
‘trouble on their reservation in North- 
| western New Mexico and Northwestern 
iaArizona. A number of Indians under 
the leadership of Bylillie have been cre- 
ating disturbances because of their dis- 
inclination to observe the regulations.

Switzerland Model Republic, ‘ui 
England Is Nearest His 
Ideal. 





PARIS, Oct. 21.—Unaffected by jingo 
hysteria, Sir Charles Dilke declines to 
believe that Japan and the United 
States will go to war. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent interviewed Sir 
Charles at the Hotel St. James, where 
he was resting on his way heme from 
Italy. 

Sir Charles was looking unusually | 
well, but was up to his eyes in business, 
successive appointments being mapped 
out for him far in advance, 

He thinks the Japanese are keeping 
their heads admirably under trying cir- 
cumstances. 

Net Friendly to Lords. 

When asked if he believes the present 
agitation in England means the end of 
the House of Lords, Sir Charles an- 
ewered that he could say nothing pesi- 
tive abeut that, but he was in hearty 
accord with the Liberal party. 

Sir Charles is not a party man, his 
ideal government is one where party 
system has ne place. He illustrates his 
views by referring to the Swiss Repub- 
lic, where the Government may be 
called impersonal, though theoretically 
republican. The republican forms of 
gevernment adopted by France and the 
United States he does not think much 
ef. The English constitutional mon- 
archy is more in accord with his ideas 
than the governments of either of those 
republics. 

Strange to say, he regards the United 
States as too conservative and its Con- 
stitution as too rigid. He holds that 
the Supreme Court has toe much power 
and points eut that the Government's 
hands are tied in many matters where 
reforms are demanded, such as the im- 
posing ef adn income tax. He holds that 
within such limits as prevail in most 
civilized countries, the question or the 
form ef government is less important 
than the vital questions relating to the 
well being ef the laboring classes.

Sir Charles is the author of numereus 
books. He said that his first volume, 
“Greater Britain,’ is still selling be 
cause it is a young man’s beok of trav- 
ei, It has certain picturesque interest 
whereas serious book problems are out 
ef date.

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Herr August Ferdinand Bebel, one ef | 
Germany’s greatest men and the ac- 
knowledged foremost figure in Socialism 
in the world, is soon coming to Amer- | 
ica on a lecture and study tour that is. 
expected to include St. Louis. It is! 
thought he will at least lecture here, 
if he does not remain here for some. 
time to continue his observations. : 

Herr Bebel wishes to study the work- | 
ingmen organizations here, the pelitics 
of the American Republic, and to learn 
why it is that in the ceuntry which. . 
in his view, has suffered most from 
great moneyed trusts, Socialism has 
made so little headway. 

Herr issebel will lecture in all the 
cities he visits. He expects to spend 
considerable time in the coal and iron 
regions, and the great manufacturinz 
centers to learn first hand how the 
American workingman is treated. 

Herr Bebel is himself a wealthy man 
as wealth is counted in Germany. His 
possessions are said to aggregate $200.- 
000, acquired largely by bequests from 
wealthy admirers, which business thrift 
has augmented. 

Tramp Workingman in Youth. 

August Ferdinand Bebel is uew 77 
years old. He was born in Cologne, 
the son of a German army corporal. Ia 
early boyhood he was apprenticed to a 
turner. After serving his apprentice- 
ship he tramped about the country as a 
wandering journeyman in his trade. He 
later opened a shop in Leipsig, and 
there jeined the workingmen’s move- 
ment. 


As early as 1870 Herr Bebel had at- 
tracted the attention of the Government 


to his radical utterances on Socialism, 
and he was put in prison for his teach- 
ings. In 1872 he was arrested with the 
Secialist Liebknmecht on a charge of 
high treason, and was sentenced te two 
years’ imprisonment in the fortress of 
Hubertusburg. 

Altegether Bebel has been behind the 
bars 57 months for political offenses. 

In the Hubertusburg fortress Bebel 
and Liebknecht were together, and had 
leisure to work out their ideas on So- 
cialism. There Bebel wrote his best- 
knewn book. “Woman in the Past. 
Present and Future,” in which he ar- 
dently advocates the equality of the 
sexes, 

Exiled From Home City. 

After the passage of a Socialist law 
in 1878, and the extension of the minor 
state of siege to Leipsig, Bebel was 
forbidden residence in that city. He 
was forced to dispose of his profitable 
business there. Since then his life has 
been devoted solely te the Socialist prop- 
agunda, and with @ success attained by 
no other man. 


For 30 years Bebel has been a mem-; 
ber of the State Parliament of Saxony 
and has sat in the Reichstag for the 
Second L‘strict of Hamburg. 


In all the time Bebel has been in the 
German Parliament — back to the 
days when his” skill in debate 


was picturesquely shown In cen- 
tests with Bismarck—his_ utterances : 
have never failed to cast ai  aspell 
upon his hearers. The Reichstag wakes 
up when Bebel talks, whatever the 
theme, whether opposition to expending 
more meney for warships or bold denun- 
ciatiens ef the Emperér and the Crown 
Prince, who love not the Socialists, 
er the usually dry subject of the tariff. 
His Ideal Govermument. 

Herr Bebel believes thereughly in the- 
eretic Socialism as taught by Carl Marx. 
He explains his ideas as follows: 

“T mean by Socialism an entire re- 
construction ef society—a change, for 
instance, far greater than that from 
feudalism te the present free capital- 
istic regime. It would take toe long te 
g® into all the details ef the matter, 
but I will give you seme of the main 
In the Secialistic state, or se- 
ciety, as I prefer te call it, all land 
and the means ef preductien, as wail 
"8 transportation, are to be exclusively 
in’ the hands ef the people, and not, as 
new, in the hands of a particular class. 
Everybedy will have to work. ‘Thera 
will be ne drones and renters, and each 
person is to be paid according te ais 
work, be it of the hand or brain. But 
money will not be the means of payment. 
A simple exchange of goods or service is | 
te take the place of it, and these goods | 
and services are net to be appraised | 
according te their worth in meney. Only 
the werk expended on them will deter- 
mine their exchange value, and no mid- 
dieman er commercial exploiter wil bc 
allowed to enhance it. Indeed, such per- 
sens will not exist wnen Secialism is in 
working order, fer society is te be the

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LONDON, Oct. 31.—While Americans 
are struggling with the trust problem 
in the necessities of life, and paying 
increased rent, the English have feund 
a solution by which the cost of living 
has been reduced to $1 a week. This 
doés not mean living in a foul, dingy 
hole in a tenement, but a clean three- 
room cottage in the country. 

Living right here in the werld’s larg- 
est city is much cheaper than in many 
of the smaller cities of the United 
States, a fact upon which hundreds ef 
tourists cominent yearly, and which has 
induced many Americans living upon 
a fixed modest income to reside here. 

Down in the quiet, sparsely populated 
hamlets of serkshire, scores of eld 
couples are working out an ebject les- 
son in reducing the cost of living. 


among Dbillowy downs and waving cern- 
fields, they are living and thriving on 
allowancés of less than $1.25 a week. 
In many instances, 65 cents weekly from 
the parish and a loaf of bread sufnces. 
The 65 cents not only buys suff@-:ient 
additional food, but it pays the entire 
rent. The food if not luxurious, is sub- 
stantial, at any rate, and life-suppert- 
ing. 
Rent Includes, Garden Piet. 

In cities this sum would be too little, 
except in a case of a man or weman 
haying a corner at the fireside of a rel- 
ative. But for those who are alone in 
the country with its pure, invigerating 
air and simple life, a sum which might 
seem inconsiderate proves sufficient. 

Generally speaking, the cottages in 
North Berkshire rent for but 20 cents a 
week. ‘ This rent is payable annually. 
There is sufficient land attached to 
preduce enough vegetables to supply 
the tenant for a year. 


Meat Eating Not General. 

Fresh meat, of ceurse, is a rarity, but 
the ordinary laborer in England has 
very little He may eat some bacen 
and have @ few scraps of beef at his 
Sunday dinner, but that is practically 
all. Yet he is healthy and _ strong. 
Cheese is found as the usual substitute 
for meat in the limited bills of fare. 

One aged woman for 17 years has 
lived in ene of these three-room cot- 
tages on an allowance of 50 cents a 
week and a loaf of bread. The following 
table shows her weekly Dill: 


She has been spared the cest of wash- 
ing, neighbors lending aid. 

Another eld woman, whose son lives 
with her, has a larger cottage for which 
she pays about $20 a Year. She can live 
forever, she says, pay her rent and en- 
joy a few luxuries out of an allewance 
ef 6 cents and a leaf ef bread a week.

Oklahoma, and wité-markets the bulk of 
the crop each season, believes that the 
agricultural and horticultural resources 
of the new State are barely onthe sur- 
face compared’ to what thelr devélop- 
ment will be in the next few years. 

Merten sgys that Oklahome's soil and 
climatic conditions have been misundor- 
stood and that as they“are studied in- 
telligently by farmers the latter become 
more and more successful. Writing ef 
the new State, he said: 

“The cattlemen who came first to Oke 
lahoma long before the country was 
vpened to settlement, honestly belleved 
they were telling the truth when they 
said farming in Oklahoma was impossi- 
ble, and that a farmer would starve toe 
death trying to live on the products of 
his husbandry. They talked of drouths 
and pointed to the red, sandy soil, so 
aeceptive to persons accustomed te the 
dark loam.- The first few years after 
Oklahoma was;opened to settlement 
seemed to prove that the cattlemen were 
right. There were crop failures, and 
while nebody starved to death, many 


back in the States. Oklahoma was called 
a godforsaken country. 


Did Not Kuow Soil, 
“But the truth was that the new set- 


tlers did not understand the relation of 
the climate to the soil, and did not know 
how to cultivate thelr crops under 


when Oklahoma was made care was 
taken to make the soil and the climate 
conform to each other. Each succeeding 
year shows more and more the truth # 
what I say. For instance, there: were 
more good farmers in Oklahoma last 
season than ever before. The season 
was dry and bad for crops. Despite this 
fact, men who had learned the secret of 
cr-p raising ..d better than they had ia 
more favorable years, 

‘‘Heretofore, the first vegetable in Ok- 
lahoma to succumb to dreuth was the 
tomato. In dry seasons the tomato was 
killed in JuJy. Last season, canning fac- 
tories were established in Guthrie and 
elsewhere in the territory by an experi- 
enced grower of vegetables. He con- 
tracted with a farmer to grow so 
acres of tomatoes, and told them hew fo 
cultivate, with the stipulation that %¢ 
they failed, he would hire the labor an@ 
deduct the cest from the price of the 
crop at the end of the season. | 

“The result was that even in October 
there is an abundance of fine tomatoes.””

But Wednesday 
only a few of them had enough cash to 
take up checks and those who did have 
cash on hand thought “to turn an hon- 
est penny.’’ So they informed the labor- 
ers that the checks were of little value, 
but that they (the saloonkeepers) would 
cash them at about 8 per cent of their 
face value. 

Tired of “Check Shaving.” 

A few checks were thus shaved and 
cashed when the laborers grew Weary 
of that procedure and 700 or more of 
them in a body marched to the Stock- 
yards 
The bank officials refused. 

‘We'll stay here, 
pay us,’’ said the stubborn 700, sitting 
down on the front steps, flocking on the 
sidewalk and surging in the corridor 
of the bank. The bank officials quaked 
and trembled. The foreigners were 


and the checks were cashed. 

Thursday morning the glad tidings 
was carried to the other troubled check 
holders. There are between 1500 and 2000 
foreigners employed as laborers in the 
stockyards. They receive $6 to $11 a 
week each. The whole army of them 
gathered at the bank. 

‘“‘There’s nothing else to do,”’ said the 
bank officials, ‘‘we’ll have to cash all 
these checks.”’

IN BEEF TRUST CASE 





Harvard Educator Tells Stu- 
dents Roosevelt’s Poli- 
cies Are Dangerous. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROSTON, Oct. 31.—Prof. Frederic J. 
Stimson of Harvard, lecturing on “The 
Liberties of the People’ at the univer- 
sity last night, declared that “it is 
credibly rumored in the high places of 
my profession’ Yhat a certain Judge 
had rebuked President Roosevelt when 
the latter “or his agent” had ap- 
proached him to ask what the Court 
would do if the famous Beef Trust case 
was appealed. 

‘You may remember,” said Prof. 
Stimson, “the very severe criticism im- 
posed by the President upon one Judge 
for his decision sustaining the people 8 
liberties. The Judge's decision, given 
in the Chicago Beef Trust prosecutions, 
was referred to with angry disapproval 
by the President in an official docu- 
ment, his remarks being almost idcn- 
tical with a remark made by James I 
of the Great Coke when he also re- 
fused to carry out the wish of the ex- 
ecutive. 

Still Amother Judge. 

“And I may tell you that it is cred- 
ibly rumored in the high places of my 
profession that a certain other Judge— 
a higher Judge—was approached by the 
President, or his agent, and asked 

ether he would affirm this decision 


if it were appealed and came before his 
court; and we lawyers are told that that 


Judge—who has recently been in Bos- 


ton, made the same answer that the 
Great Coke made to King James: 

“Sir, when that case comes before 
me for judgment I will consider it as 
becometh a just Judge.’ 

“The President seems to think that, 
if he riakes up his mind that a nine- 
hour law in factories is right, that very 
fact should authorize the Federal Gov- 
ernment to impose it on all the states. 
I do not believe we shall part with the 
dearly won heritage of liberty on any 
momentary impulse to extirpate a pres- 
ent wrong.’’ 

Fears for the States. 

Prof. Stimson proceeded to urge that 
President Roosevelt’s interpretation of 
the phrase ‘“‘commerce among the sev- 
eral states’ would alter our Constitu- 


tion more radically than <ny amend- 
ment could do. The states would lose 


. control of most of their business affairs 


and. everything would be as complete- 
ly, but more hopelessly, under the Gov- 
ernment at Washington as the English 
of the twelfth century were under the 

wer of the Royal Chief Justice, the 

oyal Chancellor and the legislation of 
the Norman kings. 

‘Our President ’ sald Prof. Stimson 
in closing, “has far greater powers than 
the English constitutional King. That 
Was what led the founders to regard 
this part of our Constitution with so 
much apprehension, and that was what 
led George Washington to decline elec- 
tion for a third term, an example which 
has been followed by all our presidente 
from his time until now.
